SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 30 
—Mrs. Orville E. Hodge, wife 
of the former Illinois auditor, 
yesterday filed suit in Sangamon 


county circuit court to recover 
more than $500,000 in assets 
which she turned over to the 
state as restitution for Hodge’s 
theft of state funds. 


The suit alleged Mrs. Hodge 
was “subjected to undue influ- 


ence” when she signed away | 


her share of the Hodge prop- 
erty last Aug. 31. It further 
stated she was “ill, distraught 
and highly upset and de- 
pressed” when she agreed to 
give up her interests. 

Interim State Auditor Lloyd 
Morey was named defendant in 
the suit, which seeks to ‘halt 
disposal of any property in 
which Mrs. Hodge shares an in- 
terest. 


The suit, filed by Attorney 
Morris Shenker of St. Louis, 
denied Mrs. Hodge received 
any part of the estimated $1,- 
429,457 embezzled by her hus- 
band, who is serving a 12-to-15- 
year term in prison, “with 
knowledge of its illegal source.” 

Morey would be held person- 
ally responsible for sale of any 
asset in which Mrs. Hodge was 
found to have a legal right. 

The interim auditor recently 
placed a valuation of $600,000 
to $700,000 on Hodge’s assets. 
Since Hodge himself repaid all 
but $900,527 of his total defal- 
cation, this would leave a pos- 
sible final loss to the state of 
$200,000 to $300,000 after liqui- 
dation of assets, Morey esti- 
mated.

France is faced 
with the fact that it will lose 
Algeria and all influence in 
Tunisia and Morocco unless the 
ambitions of Egypt’s prime 
minister and dictator, Gamal 
Abdel Nasser, are thwarted. 


An Arab-Israeli war would 
most probably result now in the 
defeat of Egypt and the de- 
struction of Nasser.

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War in the Middle East 


While there is every reason to hope that the 
hostilities will be of short duration, the grim 
fact is that there is now limited war in the Mid- 


die East. Two antagonistic neighbors, Israel and * 


Egypt, are fighting on land and in the air in 
the Egyptian Sinai peninsula following an inva- 
sion by the Israeli at least half way to the Sué@ 
canal. . 

From Cairo comes word that the Egyptian 
army has halted the Israeli drive and begun to 
liquidate the invading force. The Egyptians 
report that they have destroyed two planes of the 
invaders and 12 armored vars. 

The news from Tel Aviv, Israeli capital, con- 
firms the invasion and says that Israeli planes 
have attacked Egyptian military convoys. Mean- 
time, Iraq, one of the nearby Arab states, has 
notified Egypt that it stands ready with troops 
to help Egypt at a moment’s notice. 

What can the Israeli hope ta gain in world 
opinion by this deliberate invasion of Egyptian 
territory? 

How can they expect this trespass deep onto 
Egyptian soil to react other than adversely 
against their promising establishment of a new 
haven, now almost a decade old, for refugees? 

There are two sides to the long-festering 
dispute between the Arab peoples and the new 
nation with its emphasis on modern methods and 
techniques. Israel has sustained many casual- 
ties, as well as costly propérty losses, in a long 
series of raids by Arab forees. But the place for 
that dispute is, and has been all along, at the U.N. 

For the Israeli government to invade Egypt 
with large-scale armed forces is for it to impair 
good will and friendship that have been built up 
for the new state in this country and elsewhere. 

The United States, France and Great Britain 
are committed under the 1950 Palestine agree- 
ment to help any victim of aggression in the 
Middle East. This means that we are committed 
to help Egypt if Israel persists in its course and 
is adjudged an aggressor. President Eisenhower 
has already said that the United States will 
“honor our pledge.” 

But the leadership of the world, focussed at 
the U.N., surely can bring the Israeli government 
to a realization of what its course portends. 
Surely the moral force of this country, together 
with England and France, can convince the in- 
vaders that they stand to lose far more than 
they might gain by continuing the invasion. 

The place for Israel is on its own side of the 
border. As long as it has troops, war planes and 
armored vehicles on Egyptian territury, is 
warring against its neighbor. Unless Israel wants 
to bring other Arab nations into the fighting and 
to induce still wider intervention under the 1950 
agreement, Israel will withdraw quickly. 

Not the least of Israel’s offenses is that it has 
violated the spirit of the U.N. mission to the 
Middle East and the recent visit to that troubled 
area by Dag Hammarskjold. The answer of the 
Israelis is that the very existence of their nation 
is threatened by the new military alliance be- 
tween Syria, Jordan and Egypt with a unified 
military command placed in the hands of Egypt. 

Yet there is no more justification for Israel to 
ignore the U.N. than for the North Korean Com- 
munists to ignore it. The U.N. exists to keep 
the peace by adjusting disputes among its mem- 
bers. 

May it prove the means of calming the hot- 
heads and ending the hostilities that now 
threaten the entire Middle East! 
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Two Speeches for the South 

“Cautious in the extreme.” . That is how Mar- 
quis W. Childs described President Eisenhower's 
references to equal rights in his Florida and 
Virginia speeches Monday. The President urged 
that the question be handled as far as possible 
on a state and local basis, and he did not even 
mention the Supreme Court school decision. By 
contrast, here is what Adlai E. Stevenson said 
at Little Rock, Ark.: 


The Supreme Court has determined unan- 
imously that the Constitution does not per-" 
mit segregation in the schools. As you know, 
for I have made my position clear on this 
from the start, I believe that decision to be 
right. 

Some of you may feel strongly to the 
contrary. But what is most important is that 
we agree that once the Supreme Court has 
decided this constitutional question, we ac- 
cept that decision as law-abiding citizens. 
Our common goal is the orderly accomplish- 
ment of the result decreed by the court 

. . I have repeatedly expressed the belief 
that the office of the presidency should be 
used to bring together those of opposing 
views in this matter—to the end of creating 
a climate for peaceful acceptance of this 
decision. 
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Steps Toward Safety in the Sky 

A midair collision last week between an Air 
Force jet trainer and a small privately owned 
plane in which seven persons were killed is the 
latest example of what has become the major 
danger in the sky. It occurred over Midland, 
Tex., which is not a congested airlines center, 
and emphasized a hazard that increases as more 
planes and faster planes take to the sky. 

Just the day before this accident the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration announced develop- 
ment of two promising methods of making planes 
more conspicuous and so less likely to collide in 
daylight, the time of greatest collision peril. 
In its announcement the CAA stressed that the 
gravest menace was not that of head-on collision 
between two planes but of collision happening 
when one plane overtakes another. This was 
what happened over Midland. 

One of the developments the CAA announced 
is a new fluorescent paint which makes a plane 
stand out prominently whether viewed against 
sky, clouds or a green or brown background 
of earth. The other, a powerful flashing light, 
extends the distance a plane may be seen in 
daytime by more than 25 per cent. These two 
developments represent progress in safety in 
the sky and it will be interesting to note if they 
are adopted. They should supplement the auto- 
matic electronic warning devices that are ex- 
pected to be on the market for airliners within 
the next two years. 
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Gentle Rain of Checks in Iowa 

Is Secretary Benson, that good and honorable 
man, presiding over the use of soil bank funds 
for political purposes? So it is charged by Sena- 
tor Kefauver and other Democratic spokesmen, 
Mr. Benson indignantly denies it. The question 
is one of those that probably cannot be answered 
definitely except by history. 

But we would not blame anybody for being 
curious. The Department of Agriculture’s first 
report on soil bank payments, covering the 
period up to Oct. 12, shows that lowa farmers 
had received $20,714,000, or 30 per cent of the 
funds distributed up to then. 

Why is it that lowa, with 203,000 farms, got 
20 million dollars while Alabama, with 211,000 
farms, got only $629,000” Could the reason be, 
as the Democrats claim, that lowa is a doubtful 
state while Alabama is not? 

Sometimes the explanation {is offered, rather 
vaguely, that Middle Western farmers are able 
to take more immediate advantage of the soil 
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bank than Southerners. Yet in this first report, 
Iowa is revealed to have received an average of 
$102 per farm; Nebraska $26 per farm; Illinois 
$21 per farm; Missouri $16 per farm, and Minne- 
sota $9 per farm. Why is it that Iowa has done 
so much better, in this gentle rain of govern 
ment checks, than any other state, any other 
section, anid any neighboring state? The good

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Dixon-Yates Diary 
In view of the possibility of more Dixon- 
Yateses ahead as a Chattanooga Public Power 


Board official foresees, it will be provident to“ 


look well at the one Dixon-Yates which has 
already occurred. In simple chronology form, 
here is what happened. 

Dec. 2, 1953—Bureau of the Budget and 
Atomic Energy Commission launched discussions 
of TVA’s power needs to supply Memphis. 

April 16, 1954—TVA Qfficials brought into 
discussion for first time. Two AEC commis- 
sioners opposed burdening “sober and exacting 
principal mission”’ of their agency with an 
“irrelevant” and “incongruous” activity. 

June 17, 1954—President Eisenhower ordered 
AEC, over the opposition of three of its five 
commissioners, to contract with Dixon-Yates 
syndicate for TVA power, over the opposition 
of two of TVA’s board of three directors. 

Aug. 17, 1954—After heavy criticism in Con- 
gress and elsewhere of secrecy surrounding con- 
tract negotiations, President Eisenhower ordered 
full disclosure by Bureau of Budget and AEC. 

Aug. 21, 1954—Official chronology issued in 
response to President's order. 

Sept. 1, 1954—TVA directors complained they 
had never yet seen a complete copy of contract 
and were being pushed inte agreeing to it. 

Sept. 2, 1954—Senator Gore of Tennessee, a 
member of the Senate-House Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy, firfally obtained copy of con- 
tract. Terms showed Government would pay 
$500,000,000, almost twice the cost of the plant, 
and afterward Dixon-Yates syndicate, with little 
capital invested, would own it. : 

Nov. 11, 1954—Contract signed. 

Feb. 18, 1955—Senator Hill of Alabama re- 
vealed on Senate floor the role of Adolphe H. 
Wenzell in master-minding contract. Wenzell, 
official of New York investment house which 
stood to profit by marketing the securities, 
served Budget Bureau as adviser and made re- 
port leading to Dixon-Yates, (It is an offense 
under the United States criminal code to serve 
both the Government and private ’ interests 
hoping to profit from Government business.) 

June 23, 1955—Memphis city commission 
voted to build and operate its own power plant 
rather than accept high-cost Dixon-Yates power. 

June 29, 1955—President Eisenhower said 
Wenzell “was never called in or asked a single 
thing about the Dixon-Yates contract.” 

July 11, 1955—President Eisenhower canceled 
Dixon-Yates contract, 

July 22, 1955—Wenzell’s name was deleted 
from the official chronology of Dixon-Yates at 
the “suggestion” of the Budget Bureau, AEC 
Deputy Manager Cook testified. 

Dec, 13, 1955—Dixon-Yates syndicate sued 
Government for $3,534,778 damages over can- 
cellation of contract. 

July 12, 1956—Department of Justice asked 
courts to dismiss Dixon-Yates damage suit on 
grounds the contract was illegal from the start 
and contrary to public policy. 
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Shrine for a Great Lady 

A great lady had a birthday party Sunday. It 
was 70 years ago that the Statue of Liberty was 
unveiled on its island in New York harbor, a 
gift from the Government of France to the peo- 
ple of the United States. The seventieth birth- 
day launched a nation-wide effort to make Miss 
Liberty still more meaningful in the years to 
come. Five million dollars is being sought to 
build and maintain an American Museum of 
Immigration at the statue’s foot, as a shrine to 
America’s many-nationed ancestry. 

In preparation, Congress renamed Bedloe’s 
Island Liberty Island, and President Eisenhower 
declared “millions of Americans will join with 
me in commending the establishment of this 
great national shrine.” Individuals, corporations 
and organizations already have given $450,000. 
The fund-raising campaign is being headed na- 
tionally by Pierre S. du Pont III and David J. 
McDonald, president of the United Steelworkers 
of America; locally by Leif J. Sverdrup, a direc- 
tor of the national committee and head of the 
St. Louis chapter. 

The pedestal of the statue, around which the 
museum is to be built, was itself financed by 
popular subscription, organyed by the first 
Joseph Pulitzer and his New York World. The 
museum will honor immigrant contributions in 
music, the arts and crafts, and science. It will 
be administered by the National Park Service 
as a national monument, and the names of 
donors will be recorded in its permanent ar- 
chives. Every American, old or young, will thus 
have an opportunity to make a permanent con- 
tribution to the country he lives in. 
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Public Ownership and County Water 

Do St. Louis county residents stand to gain 
by bringing the privately-operated County Water 
Co. under public ownership? 

At first glance the answer would seem to be 
Yes. A publicly-owned utility would be exempt 
from state and federal taxes, as well as from the 
necessity of providing a return on invested 
capital. On the other hand, it might not be so 
efficient as a private operation, and this could 
tend to cancel out the evident tangible advan- 
tages of public owership. 

What the idea needs is more study, and that 
is what the St. Louis County League of Munici- 
palities intends to give it. We hope, however, 
that the study will be as broad as can be—that 
is, that it will look at all the public ownership 
possibilities, not merely the one of establishing 
a public water district in the county. 

We refer specifically to the possibility of ex- 
panding the Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer Dis- 
trict to handle water supplies. The District has 
the power under its charter to provide for the 
functional administration of metropolitan serv- 
ices other than sewers when authorized by 
amendment of the sewer plan. 

This method offers several distinct advantages 
over the purely county water district. For one 
thing, a whole new overhead would not have to 
be created; the Sewer District's legal, engi- 
neering, administrative and other services would 
be available, and that ought to mean cash sav- 
ings. For another, it would be possible to create 
a truly metropolitan water system if the city’s 
fine, publicly-owned water department were 
brought under the plan. This could be done to 
the advantage of both city and county residents. 

The League’s study committee also might want 
to consult with the university people who are 
conducting the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey 
under grant from the Ford Foundation. This is 
the kind of problem they may be expected to 
provide thoughtful answers to.

Press Views of the H-Bomb Issue

It is something of a tribute to Adlai 
Stevenson's persistence on the issue of 
large nuclear tests that the Adminis- 
tration has finally felt compelled to 
justify in some detail its stand against 
suspension of such tests. President 
Eisenhower, who earlier asserted that 
he had said his last word on Mr. 
Stevenson’s proposal, has now made a 
voluminous and in some ways effective 
statement of the Administration's po- 
sition. 

What Mr. Eisenhower has done, how- 
ever, is to combine the issue of large 
test suspension with disarmament. They 
are not the same thing. No one has 
proposed that we abandon our stock- 
pile of nuclear weapons. The question 
is whether more tests of large nuclear 
weapons are desirable. ; 

In this connection it is possible to 
quarrel with Mr. Eisenhower’s assump- 
tion that “the power of these weapons 
to deter aggression and to guard world 
peace could be lost if we failed to hold 
our superiority in these weapons.” Both 
we and the Russians have enough big 
weapons to blow each other to kingdom 
come. 

On the question of radioactivity, Mr. 
Eisenhower cites the finding that the 
continuance of the present rate of H- 
bomb testing “does not imperil the 
health of humanity.” Here judgments 
differ; the British Medical Research 
Council and various reputable scien- 
tists in this country take a less sanguine 
view. 

Respecting the causes of fallout it- 
self, Mr. Eisenhower’s remarks are 
downright misleading. “The idea that 
we can ‘stop sending this dangerous 
material into the air’—by concentrat- 
ing upon small fission weapons — is 
based upon apparent unawareness of 
the facts.” The Administration has 
done precious little to help the public 
obtain the facts; the existence of fall- 
out as a significant danger was dis- 
closed, not by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, but by the Japanese. From 
what has been published, however, it 
is evident that the test of one “dirty” 
superbomb can cast up as much fallout 
as the test of many score smaller 
weapons. 

Finally, Mr. Eisenhower contends that 
the explosions of nuclear weapons else- 
where cannot always be detected, al- 
though he acknowledges that “tests of 
very large weapons probably would be 
detected when they occur.” Very well, 
then. Why not draw the line on 
weapons of the size that could reliably 
be detected? 

The Administration's attitude is an 
argument for doing nothing to break 
the nuclear stalemate.

President Eisenhower's thoughtful 
and detailed review of the whole sub- 
ject of H-bomb tests and atomic con- 
trols constitutes a rebuke to Mr. Steven- 
son’s emotional and often contradictory 
statements on the question. 

The sum of the President's statement 
is a convincing demonstration that test- 
ing is vital, that it is not dangerous to 
human health, that a ban on tests is not 
automatically enforceable and that it is 
no,substitute for “not the illusion, but 
the reality of world disarmament.”

Adlai Stevenson's latest statement of 
his position on stopping H-bomb tests is 
something less than clear and specific. 
But as we read his Chicago speech, his 
position comes down ta.this: He wants 
the United States to “take the initiative” 
in discontinuing tests of the big bombs. 

The President's position has been 
more clearly stated. Mr. Eisenhower 
has said that we are not interested in 
making bigger bombs. But he is op- 
posed to discontinuing our tests unless 
this is done as part of an effectively 
policed disarmament program. 

Mr. Stevenson's main argument in 
support of his proposal dealt with the 
danger to the human race of radioactive 
fallout from H-bomb tests. A staff 
member of the National Academy of 
Sciences has been quoted as saying, 
however, that the current rate of nu- 
clear test expositions could be _ in- 
creased tenfold without “causing any 
serious genetic danger.” 

Ancther argument relied on by Mr. 
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Stevenson is that we could resume our 
own testing program “promptly.” He 
said that it would take ‘‘not more than 
eight weeks” to resume tests. But a full- 
scale resumption of tests probably 
would take closer to a year. Meanwhile, 
say his critics, the Russians might gain 
an advantage over us.

Mr. Stevenson “does not wish to be 
an alarmist,” but he reminds us that 
the radioactive fallout from the super- 
bomb “carries something called Stron- 
tium-90, which is the most dreadful 
poison in the world.” 


In the hands of orators less careful 
than Mr. Stevenson, this issue gets 
translated into the simple proposition 
that only the election of Mr. Stevenson 
will save us ffom bone cancer and steril- 
ity. The fact probably is that if he 
should be elected President, Mr. Ste- 
venson would take about the same ad- 
vice that Mr. Eisenhower will on this 
subject. 

It is hard to imagine an issue less 
suited to the political arena, for the 
reason that neither Mr. Stevenson nor 
his hearers know the answers to these 
questions. 

Mr. Stevenson mustered a show of 
indignation over Bulganin’s insuffer- 
able intrusion into the American elec- 
tion campaign. To have done less 
would have invited the charge that he 
is too innocent to perceive that he is 
playing the Russian game. 


It serves his purpose, however, to 
take the position that the danger is so 
great that even the Russians must re- 
spect it, whatever the evidence may be 
to the contrary. Of course, he “does not 
mean to be an alarmist.” He would 
prefer not to frighten the public out of 
its wits, but only into a comfortable 
majority for Adlai, the rescuer.

The letter of Soviet Premier Bul- 
ganin, which President Eisenhower has 
now angrily rejected, is patently a 
“propaganda exercise,” as the White 
House has labeled it. Wisely,. Adlai 
Stevenson joins the President in rec- 
ognizing it as Moscow meddling. 


Still, the caustic words Mr. Eisen- 
hower used in replying to the Russian 
proposal for an immediate United 
States-Soviet agreement to ban H-bomb 
tests puts America in the position of 
turning down a proposition that has 
won considerable favor in this country 
and the outside world. 

Mr. Eisenhower insists “we will close 
no doors,” but he has slammed one just 
the same. With more temperate lan- 
guage he still could have made his point 
and kept the door ajar.

President Eisenhower emphasizes— 
rightly, we believe—that the real issue 
is not the testing of nuclear weapons 
but rather preventing their use in a 
nuclear war, which means, of course. 
preventing such a war in the first place. 

One way to achieve this purpose 
would be to reaeh agreements settling 
outstanding problems that cause inter- 
national tensions and could ckuse war. 
Another would be to reach agreements 
on disarmament that would safeguard 
all against attack and assure peace. 

We believe that in all the premises 
for his proposal Mr. Stevenson is mis- 
taken.

While the presumption is that we 
can detect atomic explosions anywhere, 
no one can really guarantee that we 
will do so.

Even if we did detect such further 
tests, the Soviets would be then months 
and perhaps years-ahead of us and 
could hold us and the world at ransom. 
Contrary to Mr. Stevenson's asser- 
tion, research without tests of the re- 
sults would be blind and useless. 

It would be foliy to preclude further 
progress by abandoning further tests. 

We are confident that as between Mr.

There are three standpoints from 
which to examine the argument over 
ending H-bomb tests. One is the politi- 
cal. And it is evident that the campaign 
will neither bring a clear decision of 
the issue nor eliminate it as a subject 
of earnest public discussion. 


Second, there is the military-security 
approach. This is strongly presented in 
the White House memorandum. The 
position in essence is that to halt the 
tests would risk American superiority 
in the vital fiel@ of nuclear deterrents. 
The paper contends that detection is 
uncertain. 

Finally, there is the humanitarian- 
diplomatic approach. Advocates of a 
ban greatly emphasize the air-contami- 
nation effects of the tests and centend 
that the United States Could win many 
friends by pressing toward disarma- 
ment in a field where the stalemate 
over inspection could be bypassed. Op 
ponents declare the contamirfation dan- 
ger has been vastly exaggerated and 
that there is fall-out from small-bomb 
testing. 

Once removed from the campaign 
arena, the gaps betweer the two posi- 
tions could be greatly reduced. There 
need not be continued talking at cross 
purposes about the amount of air con- 
tamination. And there might well be 
agreement on a factual basis as to what 
sizes of bombs are detectable. 

For detection is the only ground on 
which a test moratorium can reason- 
ably be separated from other efforts to 
control arms. While uncertainty re- 
mains the risk of a ban will be e-:- 
phasized.

Premier Bulganin of Soviet Russia 
has succeeded in the interesting pur- 
pose of bringing President Eisenhower 
and Adlai Stevenson together in an ac- 
cord of views during the hot climactie 
phase of the presidential campaign. 

They are agreed that the Soviet Pre- 
mier should attend to his own affairs, 
which are sufficiently serious to require 
an intense concentration of all of his re- 
sources of wisdom and experience.

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How Prosperous is the U.S.A. 


OW PROSPEROUS are the people of the United 
States? Looking at the platformsofthe two major 
political parties or the speeches of the candi- 
dates leads to considerable confusion regarding 
the state of economic health of the nation. 

According to the Republican Platform: “Good times in 
America have reached a breadth and depth never known 
by any nation.” But the Democratic Platform contends 
that “this tall tale of Republican prosperity has been an 
illusion.” 

Since so many of the conflicting claims and charges pur- 
port to be based on accepted economic statistics, a search- 
ing look at these figures seems in order. The purpose of this 
report is to compare the performance of the American 
economy during the four years of the last Democratic Ad- 
ministration and the four years of the current Republican 
Administration. All of the figures (except one group noted ) 
are official government statistics. Conservative estimates 
are made for the final months of 1956 to provide averages 
for the current year. 

This is not an analysis of cause and effect of policies under 
the two Administrations. It is merely a report on what the 
figures show cbout the actual development of the American 
economy. 


Over-all Economic Growth 


The first column of figures in the table below supports the 
Democrats’ comtention that the rate of growth of the 
economy, as measured by gross national product (the total 
value of all goods and services produced in the nation), has 
slowed down during the past four-year period. Under the 
last Democratic Administration, GNP increased an average 
of 7.8% annually, while it has in@eased only 4.5% per year 
under the present Administration. 

But if defense spending is subtracted from GNP, what is 
left over is the national product actually available for the 
use and enjoyment of the civilian population. The adjusted 
national product increased 5.4% annually im the years 1949 
through 1952 and at a rate of 5.7°, im the years 1353 
through 1956. 

If the gross national product is adjusted further to r- 
move the effects of inflation as well as defemse spemdimg. 
the average annual increase in the national product turms 
out to be 5.2°%, during the current Republicam Adrmurustre- 
tion compared with only 2.8%, during the last Democratac 
Administration. (The average annua! increase im the cost of 
living between 1948 and 1952 was 2.6°%; simce 1952 the 
average increase has been only 0.5°;.)

Another gauge of over-all economic growth and rising 
living standards is the change in real disposable income per 
capita. This is average personal income, after taxes, ad- 
justed for changes in the purchasing power of the dollar. 
The figures for the years 1948-56 (in terms of 1955 prices) 
are as follows:

Between 1948 
and 1952, on the other hand, the increase was only 7% 


Employment and Unemployment 


Since 1952 the number of employed has increased about 
3.7 million, compared with an increase of a little less than 


/ 
2 million between 1948 and 1952. So almost twice as many 
additional jobs were provided in the years 1953-56 as in 
the years 1949-52. 

Unemployment this year will average 2.6 million. Ap- 
proximately 1 million more people are unemployed now than 
were out of work in 1952. But on a percentage basis, unem- 
ployment accounted for a smaller proportion of the civilian 
labor force in 1953-56 than it did in the years 1949-52.

Wages and Profits 


Weekly wages of factory workers in 1952 were $14 higher than 
in 1948, a rise of 26%. The increase in the past four years has 
been slightly smaller in both dollar and percentage terms. But 
in real terms—-after adjustment for price increases—factory 
workers have done better during the current Administration. 
As the following table shows, real weekly wages increased 
only about $8.30 between 1948 and 1952, while the rise 
since 1952 has been over $10. e

After adjustment for changes,in the purchasing power of 
the dollar, the total incdme of this group of small-business- 
men and professional people rose less than $2 billion between 
1948 and 1952 and nearly $3 billion between 1952 and 1956. 

Percentagewise, the increases figure out at 7% for the 
earlier four years and 10% for the later four. iicever. this 
group’s share of total national income has declined steadily 
since 1949, when it was 9.9%. By 1952 it had declined te 
8.9%, and by 1956 to 8.5 percent. 

Profits of corporations, before taxes, accounted for a bigger 
percentage of national income during the last Democratic 
Administration than during the current Republican Adminis- 
tration. In the four years 1949-52 pre-tax profits averaged 
14% of national income; in the four years 1953-56 the 
average was only a little over 12%.

The actual dollar average of corporate profits before taxes 
has been higher in the past four years than it was in the 
1949-52 period. Pre-tax profits averaged $36 billion in the 
years 1949-52 and $39 billion in the years 1953-56. Profits 
after taxes averaged $18.2 billion in the years 1949-52 and 
$18.9 billion in the years 1953-56. But in veal terms, profits 
after taxes averaged $600 million higher in the four Demo- 
cratic years. 


Business Births and Deaths 


The number of business failures is growing. But at the same 
time the number of new business incorporations is rising, too.

This year it is estimated that business failures will run close 
to 13,200, compared with less than 8,000 in 1952. But 
around 150,000 new businesses are being incorporated this 
year, com with about 93,000 in 1952. During the past 
four years abéut 500,000 new businesses came into being, 
while only 44,000 closed up shop. In the 1949-52 period, 
the totals were 355,000 new businesses and 34,000 failures. 


Farmers 


Farmers as a group have not done at all well during the last 
four years, compared with the previous four. Net income of 


the farm population declined steadily from 1951 through 
1955. Recent trends suggest that the decline has come to an 
end. Nevertheless, income statistics indicate that farmers 


aave been going through a relatively poor period.

Net income of the farm population from agriculture aver- 
aged $16.3 billion during the Democratic years 1949-52 and 
only $14.2 billion during the Republican years 1953-56. 
The per capita drop has not been so great—from an average 
of $657 in the years 1949-52 to $638 for the years 1953-56— 
because the number of farms and farmers has been de- 
clining, too. 

More farmers than ever before are supplementing their 
farm incomes by working part-time and off-season in non- 
agricultural jobs. Added to income from farming, this 
supplementary i income is enough to raise per capita farm 
income in 1953-56 slightly above the 1949-52 average. 


Conclusion 


This report will not settle any political arguments over the 
contributions of our two major political parties to the 
economic development of the nation. Its purpose is solely 
to present, in a clear and objective manner, the figures that 
depict this development during the past two four-year 
periods. They show that the American economy, by almost 
any measure, is more prosperous than ever before and that 
it has in most respects majntained a remarkable rate of 
growth throughout the eight years from 1948 to 1956.

PRESIDENT 


This report presents a comparison of the economic 
development of the U. S. A. during the four 
years of the current Republican Administration 
(1953-56) and the four years of the last Demo- 
cratic Administration (1949-52). The principal 
conclusions are as follows: 


1. Over-all economic growth, as measured by 
annual increases in gross national product, was 
greater in the four Democratic years. But if the 
effects of inflation and the volume of production 
going for national security rather than peace- 
time uses are removed, the increase was greater 
during the Republican Administration. 


2. Real disposable income per capita has risen 
faster during the Republican Administration: 


almost twice as fast since 1952 as it did between 
1948 and 1952. 


4. Unemployment is higher now than in 1952, 
but as a percentage of the labor force it has de- 
clined as compared with the Democratic period.

3. The number of people employed has risen 


5. Factory wages rose faster in dollar terms from 
1948 to 1952— but faster in real terms since then. 


6. Small business (unincorporated) and pro- 
fessional people have gained more in real terms 
during the Republican Administration, though 
their share of total national income has been 
falling. 


7. Corporate profits, both before and after taxes, 
accounted for a larger share of national income 
in the years 1949-52. In dollar terms profits after 
taxes have been higher during the Republican 
years; but in real terms they were higher during 
the previous four years.

9. Farm income, on almost any basis, has been 
lower since 1952.

ALL CHILDREN do not gather and assimilate experi- 
epce with the same results. One may be ready for read- 
fing, say, at three years and another quite as intelligent, 
may not be ready until his sixth year. The point is that 
the child should be taught at the time he is ready, be 
that early or late. When his readiness is in full tide, he 
will learn with ease and speed; let that time pass unused 
and he will not learn with the same excitement and suc- 
cess, rather, with difficulty. 

Trying to teach a child a subject for which he has not 
been adequately prepared is a frustrating experience for 
teacher and pupil. For example, the student who, for 
some unknown and at times unbelievable reasons, has not 
Jearned to do simple arithmetic i$ just an impossibility. 
He is not ready because he has not stored up the essen- 
tial experiences and made them part of his mental equip- 
ment. He lacks the “tools.”

THE ONLY THING to be done is to start that student 
at the place where he is mathematically, and so prepare 
him for the next step.

HILE the general public is 
W much better nourished to- 

day than ever before, the 
majority of do not yet 
apply to their daily lives the 
facts now known about nutri- 
tion. 

At the New England Confer- 
ence on Human Nutrition which 
met in Boston, Dr. James M. 
Hundley ‘(chief, laboratory re- 
search, National Institute of Ar- 
thritis and Metabolic Diseases, 
National Institute of Health, 
Bethesda, Md.), told us that 
teen-agers, overweights and old- 
er persons are the poorest nour- 
ished of all. 

The idea that a person who is 
fat must be healthy is a fallacy..- 
Often overweights are anemic 
and tired because of malnour- 
ishment in spite of their extra 
pounds. The fact that they are 
obese may indicate that they 
have eaten so much and s0 
many of the devitalized high 
caloric foods that little appetite 
or space remains for adequate 
amounts of the foods necessary 
for good nutrition.

ALL SORTS of luscious tid- 
bits, between-meal snacks, rich 
desserts, sauces, salad dressings, 
gravy and fried foods may have 
dulled the wish for essential 
foods and piled on the pounds. 

Teen-agers frequently are 
malnourished. This is mainly 
a matter of between-meal snacks 
and irregular meals. 

It is easy to see why the old- 
er person may fall into this 
trap. Physical activity has de- 
creased and the individual ac- 
tually need less food: This 
makes it even more important 
that the food he does eat is the 
right kind. Lack of appetite 
may be a problem. 

Also many older persons live 
alone. They no longer have 
hungry younger members of the 
family for whom to plan and 
prepare food. Only a real in- 
terest in good nutrition will 
make the effort to get variety 
in the diet seem worthwhile. 

Older persons may find chew- 
ing a problem because of loss 
of teeth. Dental defects should 
be remedied and, when ,neces- 
sary, baby foods can be used. 
Meats are available in these as 
well as vegetables. a 


MANY PERSONS think of 
certain of the protective foods 
as essential only for the young. 
Actually what was good nutri- 
tion in youth is good nutrition 
in older years. The older gen- 
erations need these foods for 
repair and maintenance if not 
for growing. Milk is one of the 
foods which often is neglected 
yet the average individual of 65 
is calcium poor. 

Nutrition is a lifetime and an 
important job!

Squeaky Floors Under Linoleum. 


NE of the little rules of this 

fix-it game states that be- 

fore you cover a floor with 
linoleum, be sure to remove all 
the squeaks out of the floor. 
There is a good sound reason 
for this rule. Removing squeaks 
is hard enough when a floor jis 
uncovered but after it’s covered 
the job is even tougher. 


Unless you are able to get at 
the underside of the floor, the 
only way to take out the squeaks 
is to drive nails right down 
through the linoleum and into 
the finishing floor and sub- 
floor. Use three-inch spiral fin- 
ishing nails for this purpose. 

Locate the squeak in the floor 
by walking on it and then stand 
on the part that squéaks as you 
drive the nails. Your weight will 
help pull the finish and sub- 
floor together.

A Varied Treat tor Symph

NEW YORK, Oct. 30. 

T. LOUIS Symphony Or- 
S chestra patrons will be 

served a varied musical treat 
this weekend at Kiel Opera 
House. On Friday afternoon 
and Saturday evening, the Bu- 
dapest-born pianist Geza Anda 
will appear with the orchestra, 
while composer Paul Nordoff, 
relating his own orchestral fan- 
tasy “The Frog Prince,” is of- 
fered as the unusual fare for 
the Sunday afternoon ramily 
concert. 

Hailed as a spectacular new 
piano talent on his initial 
American tour last year, the 
34-year-old Anda has performed 
in virtually every country of 
free Europe since the war. Born 
in the Buda, or hill section, of 
the Hungarian capital on the 
Danube, the son of amateur- 
musician parents, Anda, to 
please his father, gave early 
and serious thought to becom- 
ing a school teacher, but by 
the time he had reached his 
teens he found that his only 
real interest lay in music. 

At 13, young Geza entered 
the Royal Academy of Music 
where he remained six years, 
financing his studies by playing 
the harmonium, a kind of foot- 
operated accordion, in orches- 
tras and by teaching piano to 
other less gifted students in 
the Academy. A pupil of the 
famed composer and pianist 
Ernst von Dohnanyi, Geza was 
only 19 when he walked off 
with the national Franz Liszt 
Prize, then awarded every three 
years to a young pianist chosen 
as the best in all Hungary. 
Making his Budapest debut 
under Wilhelm Mengelberg, the 
young keyboard virtuoso a few 
months later escaped Hungarian 
army service with the help of 
friends in the Swiss Legation 
in Berlin and in 1942, despite 
the war, made his Berlin debut 
with Wilhelm Furtwaengler and 
the Berlin Philharmonic. 

“But I could not stay in Ber- 
lin,” Anda, in uncertain Eng- 
lish that he says is “just good 
enough to get me in trouble,” 
describes those frightening 
times. “Finally my friends got 
me a doctor’s certificate saying 
—which was not trne—that I 
had tuberculosis and had to go 
to Switzerland for two months 
for my health. When I arrived 
in Zurich, your, music-minded 
American consul there, the late 
Sam Woods, heard me play pri- 
vately and did everything in his 
power to get permission for me 
to remain in Zurich.” 

Month after month rolled 
around and finally the war was 
over. Anda, by then married 
to a Zurich girl, and happy in 
the lakeside Swiss metropolis 
which he now regards as home, 
again went back to his concert 
work. Although he is now a 
naturalized, non-political Swiss, 
he traveled until June of 1955 
all over Europe as a stateless 
citizen of the world, armed only 
with what is usually known as a 
“Geneva Passport’—issued to 
citizens whose country of origin 
has been engulfed in the chang- 
ing tides of world politics. 

Invited every year since 1951 
to play at the world-famous 
Salzburg Festival, Anda has ap- 
peared with the most distin- 
guished conductors in the ma- 
jor cities of free Europe and 
as his fame grew was last 
year brought to the United 
States with top-flight booking. 
Exacting as was last year’s tour, 
his present one is still more 
arduous, with a schedule of 84 
concerts, ending with three ap- 
pearances at Carnegie Hall late 
in November with the New York 
Philharmonic. 

Anda is delighted with the 
appreciation Americans show 
for his work. 

“The people in New York 
who manage my tour tell me 
that there are 900 cities and 
towns in the United States where 
they make music—book con- 
certs,” the friendly, bespec- 
tacled young pianist marveled. 
“At first I say, ‘impossible.’ But 
now I have been to such places 
as Kalamazoo, Mich., and Bloom- 
ington, Ill., and I see for myself 
that all over America the peo- 
ple love music.” 

Anda’s attractive Swiss-born 
wife, Hennye, will accompany 
him to St. Louis for his Friday 
and Saturday concerts, which 
will mark his first appearance 
in St. Louis.

N SUNDAY afternoon, both

“The Frog Prince,” an imagi-

eral technique. Acting as his 
own narrator and “all dressed 
up in a Bavarian Sunday suit,” 
composer Nordoff executes 
quasi-dance movements and 
uses various facial expressions

Written largely for his own 
children, “The Frog Prince” is 
based on the Grimm fairy tale 
which tells about the handsome 
prince turned into a frog by a 
wicked witch, whose spell was 
broken by a beautiful princess, 
who, naturally, promptly mar- 
ries the handsome prince.

ORN in Philadelphia in 1909,

Conservatory of Music at the 
age of 19, and under two major 
fellowships studied piano with 
Mme.

The year 
of his graduation cum laude 
from Juilliard, he won a Gug- 
genheim fellowship and the 
Bearns prize in composition 
given by Columbia University.

This is the first of a series 
of discussions on bidding with 
a part-score. They will run 
on Tuesdays for the next 
several weeks. 

J cnaracteristic of part scares 

is that they invariably get 
overlooked. You and your part- 
ner very precisely stop at two 
spades on a hand and by excel- 
lent play you bring in the con- 
tract and chalk up a neat 60 be- 
low the line. On the next deal 
you bid one heart and your 
partner, whose memory seem- 
ingly is very short and whose 
eyesight must be bad, bids four 
hearts. One of several things 
then happens—all bad. 

You don't know your partner 
has overlooked the score, but 
having a minimum bid you pass. 
It’s too late though—a finesse 
loses and you go down one. If 
that miscreant across the table 
had been only half awake you 
could have stopped at two or 
three and made a game. Or, 
another time, still not having 
any way of divining that part- 
ner didn’t know the score and 
having a strong opening bid you 
go to six, after your partner's 
violent leap to two tricks past 
game. Again it’s down one or 
maybe two. 


. + +. 

OF COURSE, sometimes you're 
protected. The four-heart bid 
may be followed immediately by 
a violent gasp or a clapping of 
the hand to the mouth, as your 
partner suddenly comes to. 

If you know your partner to 
be an habitual part-score over- 
looker you can perhaps protect 
yourself by studiously and obvi- 
ously scanning the score before 
each bid. But, if you find out 
after a period of time that every 
time you call up for a bridge 
game you are told the fellows 
have six players already, you 
may be able to guess the rea- 
son why. So maybe it's best just 
to try to outguess this particu- 
lar type of partner. And watch 
out for your own self—the man 
doesn’t live who never over- 
looks a part-score.
